but very feldom ; and tho’ to part with him, might 
occafion fome Struglings, yet 1 charg’d her not to 
difcover the leaft Symptoms of Concern to him, 
left perceiving it, his little Fawnings prevail over 
her Weaknefs, and he lofesthe noble Fund defign’d 
him, This Leffon {eem'd very hard, evento a Wo-

Drunkard, Virgil is all Lies, and the Pantheon a 
moft abominabie Profane Book ; they wou’d have 
their Children Saints,and not Scholars ; the Pra&ice of 
Piety is Learning with a Witnels, Quarles’s Emblems, 
Poetry, the Pilgrims Progrefs, Hiftory, the Way to 
the Meeting, Geography ; and particular Care is ta- 
ken, thar they are nicely perfe@ in the A/femblies Ca- 
techifm ; Enthufiafm is Madnels to a great Degree, 
and Mr. Suen hasa plentiful Share of it. When the 

Family are fummon’d to Devotion, he has fuch 

sererr: Gifts, fuch a Rotation of Tautology, Bom- 

aft, Repetition, Improprieties, and Iycaherences, which 

he fancies Infpiration, that they run him inco all the 

Convulfions imaginable: in the middle of his 4gita- 

tions the great Dog comes intothe Koom, he breaks 

off.----Out you nafty Curr, -----and progec’s,----a Boy 

hdppens to giggle, he flings a Book at him, and 

then piays for him by Name, that he may have a 

ferious Senfe of thofe Sayings, which the graveit 

Philofopher cou’d notkeep his Countenance at; the 

young Gentlemen at H¥§ uncouth and empry Dif- 

courfe, fal] faftafleep ; he rifes, calls for his Cane, 
and asa little Exercife is good after Supper, he {win- 
ges off three-fcore, then rurns himfelf three times 

round, and ftalks our with this arrogant Notion, 
That a Man had better be condemn’d to the Plough, with 
a Serenity of Mind, than difcompofe himfelf with fuch 
an Impoffibility, as to regulatea parcel of flupid Re- 
frattory, ungovernable Rafcals, who, tho’ Provifion’s 

are at that prodigious heighth, give him but twenty 

Pounds a Year: His Correction is not to make Lads
